Like the fake physician, too, he is usually 
well supplied with funds and crafty in 
vading the law without technically vio- 
lating its letter. For a fake in dentistry 
ismuch harder to prove than a false diag- 
nosis of ilThess, yet teeth that do not 
“tite” may prove just as fatal as to 
the victim as a virlent infection. 


STATE BOARD BEGINS WAR.

Sergeant Connery called Wolin’s store 
and found the description of Haney fitted 
that of the robber.

POLICEMAN IN BANDIT ROLE 
SHOT BY GOTHAM DETECTIVE 


Shows Methods of Robbers in Pa- 
rade—3,000 See Act of Sleuth 
Who Thought It Real. 


New York, May 6—In front of the 
grandstand in Fifth avenue where 3,000 
spectators were watching a demonstra- 
tion of police methods in connection with 
the annual police parade today, a police 
officer who was playing the part of a 
highwayman in a holdup scene was shot 
in the head by a detective, who -appar- 
ently thought that the h-‘dup was real. 

The supposed highwayman, Lieut. 
Christopher Reilly, after snatehing a 
handbag from a police matron, who was 
playing the part of a shopper, had been 
pursued by patrolmen and police dogs, 
and surrounded. 

While the police were pretending to 
overpower him, the detective rushed in 
and fired at Reilly, the bullet passing 
through his chin and neck. The detective 
was placed under arrest cnd the wounded 
policeman was removed to a hospital.

Howze Surprises Camp 
After Night Ride—No 
American Hit. 


CARRANZA 0, K.’S PACT 


BY CARL D. GROAT. r 
{UNITED PRESS STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., May 6.—Riding 
like fiends through a wild country at 
night, American troopers yesterday at 
Ojo Azules—the Blue Spring—routed 
142 Villista raiders in a two hour fight, 
killed forty-two, wounded many, captur- 
ing some men, mules, and ponies, and 
came out unscathed. 

Their thirty-six mile ride through a 
strange land will go down in cavalry 
history as a “ brilliant piece of work,” in 
the words of Gen. Funston’s report. 

Above the more spectacular, though, 
looms the fact that the battle showed 
Carrancista soldiers and United States 
troopers to be working together. Acting 
Secretary Bliss emphasized this point 
especially tonight, : 

Carrancistas, encamped at the Blue 
Spring, some sixty miles southwest of 
Chihuahua City, had been attacked 
Thursday night, Gen. Funston’s report 
this afternoon showed, Five of their 
men had been taken. 


SURPRISE SLEEPING CAMP. 

Maj. Howze, with six troops of the 
Eleventh cavalry, set out at 8:30 o'clock 
in pursuit. At daylight they came upon 
the sleeping Villista camp. Revolvers 
drawn, they plunged into the enemy, 
totally surprising them. The Villistas 
fought and ran. After the struggle for- 
ty-two dead were counted. 

The Villistas spread out into the moun- 
tains with some of Maj. Howze’s men 
chasing them. 

Army men hailed the battle as a fine 
demonstratiof of the fighting qualities of 
the men under Gen. Pershing. They 
thought a few more such fights would 
mean accomplishment of the task of 
scattering Villa's bands. 

REPORT ON BATTLE. 

The official report said: 

San Antonio, Mexico, May 6.—The 
band of 140 Villistas that attacked the 
Carranza garrison yesterday at Ojo 
Azules remained there in camp last 
night., The leaders of the band were 
Gens. Cruz Dominguez, Gulio Acosta, 
and Antonio Angeles. 

This morning they were struck by 
Maj. Howze with six troops of the 
Eleventh cavalry and completely sur- 
prised. Forty-two killed were actu- 
ally counted. The number of wounded , 
is unknown, but it must be many. 
Several prisoners were taken, also 
seventy-five ponies and mules. 


STAGE PISTOL FIGHT. 

Our cavalry rode them down and 
killed many, using pistols. The fight 
lasted two hours, the men being pur- 
sued as individuals into difficult 
mountains. Five Carrancistas, con- 
demned to be shot by the Villistas 
were taken and released. We have 
no casualties. Maj. Howze left here at 
8:30 last night, marched thirty-six 
miles, and reached Ojo Azules at day- 
light. 

I consider this a brilliant piece of 
work. Other cavalry detachments of 
this command are now operating in 
the several districts... FUNSTON. 

CARRANZA GIVES O. KE.P 

El Paso, Tex., May 6—It was an- 
nounced in Juarez that the long expected 
reply had been received from Gen. Car- 
ranza at Mexico City regarding the tenta- 
tive agreement drawn up by Gen. — 
and Gen. Obregon. 

In a few minor details the first chief 
is said to have differed with his minister 
of war, but that in the main the agree- 
|ment was satisfactory to the Carranza 
government. 

Soon after the receipt of the annouhce- 
ment Gen. Trevino left for Torreon. It 
is believed the final conference will fol- 
low soon, as the approval of Gen. Car- 
ranza is said to have ended the temporary 
deadiock. 

KILL TEN MEXICAN RAIDERS. 

Columbus, N. M., May 6.—Ten Mexicans 
have been killed in the last few weeks by 
American soldiers who caught them crt- 
ting the field telegraph wire, according to 
apparently authentic reports here to- 
night. It was pointed out that the wire

Wireless Phone 
Success; Soon to 
Control U.S. Navy 


Daniels Gives Orders to 


Warship at Sea and 
fo Land Stations. 


FIRST TEST OF KIND 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—A working 
system of wire and wireless communica- 
tion said by army and navy experts to 
be unequaled by that of any other nation 
was effected today by the navy depart 
ment as an adjunct to the preparedness 
prcegram. 

It Was inaugurated by a wireless tele- 
phone conversation, the first of its kind 
ever held, during which Secretary Dan- 
jels, seated at his\desk in the navy de- 
partment, gave instructions to a com- 


erating against a theoretical enemy far 
off the Virginia capes and received re- 
ports from him. 

Simultaneously other officials of the die- 
partment were in telephone communica- 
tion with all the navy yards and stations 
in continental United States. 

The plan represents more than a year 
of continued labor by naval officers and 
experts of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company who have been co- 
operating with the department on the 
invitation of Secretary Daniels. ‘ 

System Called Thorough Success. 

It was pronounced a thorough success 
by officials who witnessed its execution 
this afternoon. Testa of the plan will 
continue, howevef, until 8 o’clock Mon- 
day marning, all business-between the 
department and stations in the United 
States and the battleship New Hampshire, 
used for the wireless telephone communi- 
cation, being conducted either by tele- 
graph, telephone, or. wireless until that 
time. 

Secretary Daniels was the first to con- 
verse with Capt. Chandler of the New 
Hampshire. He told the captain to get 
under way by 10 o’clock Sunday and talk 
to the department again then. 

*“*It will not be long before the secre- 
tary of the navy can sit in his office in 
the department,”” Mr. Daniels told the 
captain, ‘‘and communicate verbally 
with shfps all over the world." 


Tests Given a Wide Range. 

Rear Admiral Benson then talked to 
Capt. Chandler, reiteratifig the secre- 
tary’s instructions and ordering the New 
Hampshire to keep in touch with the de- 
partment by radio telephone and report 
ita position every hour. 

The naval station at Pensacola was the 
first of the shore bases with which com- 
munication was established. Command- 
er Mustin, in charge there, reported as 
to the progress being made by the naval 
aviators. They were working day and 
night, he said, and making good progress. 

Other connections were made with the 
naval training station north of Chicago in 
3246 seconds, the New York navy yard in 
27 seconds, with Norfolk in 41 seconds. 
Only a few seconds more were required 
to connect with the station at San Diego, 
Cal., from which point Admiral Fullam, 
commanding the Pacific reserve fleet. 
talked to Secretary Daniels. 


NO PART IN AUTO MERGER, 
STUDEBAKER COMPANY SAYS 
Chevrolet Head Also Brands as 


False Story that $200,000,000 
“Trust” Is Being Formed. 


South Bend, Ind., May 6—That the 
Studebaker corporation is not interested 
in a proposed merger of motor car manu- 
facturers, as reported from Detroit yes- 
terday, was announced here today by A. 
R. Erskine, president of the Studebaker 
concern. 

“The story is without foundation, so 
far as we are concerned,” said Mr. Er- 
skine. “ No officer or director of our cor- 
poration is a party to the proposed con- 
solidation.”’ 


Denial from Maxwell Company. 

Detroit, Mich., May 6.—The Maxwell 
Motor company today entered an unquali- 
fied denial of ‘‘an utterly false report '’ 
that it has joinc@ in a big auto merger. 


Auto “Trust” Idle Rumor. 

New York, May 6—Reports that a 
$200,000,000 motor car corporation was to 
be formed by union of the Genera! Mo- 
tors, Chevrolet, Maxwell, Studebaker, 
and Continental companies with W. C. 
Durant, president of the Chevrolet, as 
the moving spirit, were today flatly de- 

‘ied by Durant. 

‘The entire report is a fabrication, 
pure and simple, the invention of some 
imaginative mind,”’ said Durant. “‘I am 
not identified directly or indirectly with 
any such project.

DENTIST, FILLING TEETH, 
SCRATCHED THUMB; DEAD. 


Germs from Cavity 


Lodged on Instrument, Physician 
| Believes. 


Ae the result of puncturing his thumb 
with an instrument he was using in filling 
a patient's tooth, Dr. Frank Timmerman, 
a dentist with an office at North and 
Washtenaw avenues, died last night of 
blood poisoning. 

On Monday afternoon, while the dentist 
was working on a decayed tooth, the 
instrument alipped. As the wound was 
insignificant, Dr. Timmermam thought 
little of it until on the following after- 
noon he became ill. J 

On Thursday his condition became so 
serious that he was taken to the West 
Side hospital, where it was found that 
septicemia had set in. Efforts to save 
his life were unsuccessful. 

Dr. E. A. Corcoram, a friend, was asked 
whether he believed the instrument re- 
sponsible had been cared for properly be- 
fore Dr. ‘Mmmerman used it. 

“Yes,"" replied Dr: Corcoran. “ Dr. 
Timmérman was a very careful man and 
an able dentist. In my opinion the septi- 
coceus germs which infected the wound 
lodged on the instrument from the tooth 
he was filling. A decayed tooth is more 
productive of such germs than a rusty 
nail,”’ 

Dr. Timmerman was 47 years old and 
had practiced dentistry in Chicago for 
itwenty yeara He is survived by a 
widow. His home was at 1611 North Al- 
bany avenue. 


BURGLARS IN WILMETTE 
GET JEWELS WORTH $3,000.

WIDOW SUED BY 


Mother of Two Asks $80,000 
on Dead Man’s Promise 
to Wed Her.

Suit against a widow for her husband's 
alleged breach of a promise,given while he 
lived with her, to marry another woman, 
was filed in the Circuit court yesterday 
against Mrs. Jennie F. Gordon, widow 
of Robert W. Gordon, west side building 
contractor, who died a year ago, leaving 
an estate of $120,000, 

The plaintiff, Miss Marion Anderson, 
filed two suits for herself and one for 
each of the two children which it is as- 
serted she bore to Gordon while he was 
maintaining her in an apartment. Each 
of the four suits is for $15,000. . 

** Miss Anderson is a niece of Gordon's 
first wife, who divorced him a dozen years 
ago and has since died,’ explained the 
plaintiff's attorney, Earl J. Walker. 


Married Second Time. 

“A few years after his divorce Gordon 
married a second time. Having no chil- 
dren, he and his new wife adopted Robert 
B. Gordon, said to be a blood nephew of 
Goraon. The adopted.son is about 25 
years old. 

“Seven years ago, despite his remar- 
riage, Gordon began giving aitention to 
Miss Anderson, then 17 years old. Lack- 
ing knowledge that he was again mar- 
ried, Miss Anderson did not rebuff him. 

“Gordon, then about 46 years old, 
promised to marry the young girl, whom 
he instaliedinanapartment. Her friends 
commonly believed her married. She was 
known as ‘ Mrs. Gordon.’ His real wife 
knew nothing of Marion; and of his real 
wife Marion knew nothing. 

‘Six years ago Miss Anderson gave 
birth to a boy, named Robert Wallace 
Gordon, after his father. Gordon kept 
putting the girl off, repeatedly renewing 
his assurances of marriage. Two years 
ago Miss Anderson became the mother 
of Alice Helen Gordon. 

Girl Learns of Wife. 

“About this time Miss Anderson and the 
true Mrs. Gordon became cognizant of 
each other’s existence. Alarmed, Miss 
Anderson insisted that Gordon provide 
for his two children’s future. 

‘*Complying, he took out two $10,000 
life insurance policies, making his two 
children the respective beneficiaries. 
Some little time before his death, how- 
ever, he canceled the policies., 

“The suits are against Mrs. Gordon 
and the adopted son, as Gordon's heirs, 
and against Mrs. ‘Gordon, as admin- 
istratrix of the estate. Miss Anderson's 
two suits each are for breach of promise. 
The children’s suits are for Gordon’s vio- 
lation of his promise to take out insur- 
ance policies for their benefit.”’ 

* IT never heard of Migs Anderson,” said 
former Judge Charlies S. Cutting, Mrs. 
Gordon's attorney. ‘ Mrs. Gordon is out 
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of town.” ,

POPE APPEALS 

TO PRESIDENT 
TO AID PEACE 
Message Follows Hint 


from the Kaiser He Is 
Ready to Stop War. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. | 
Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Spe- 
clal.—Will President Wilson attempt 
to end the great:war by — bis 
services as mediator? 

This is the question that came to 
the fore today while the president and 
his advisers were studying the official 
text of the German reply to the Ameri- 
can ultimatum, 

The peace possibility received un- 
usual attention because of the general 
conviction that a break between the 
United States and Germany has been 
averted. The closest advisers of the 
president are convinced that Mr. Wil- 
son will pronounce the German reply 
a substantial compliance with his es- 


Berlin to resume ruthless submarine 
warfare unless Great Britain be com- 
: to abandon the starvation block- 
ade. ee 
BASIS FOR PEACE TALK. 

The talk of peace was revived by the 
following incidents: 

Mgr. Bonzano, the papal dele- 
gate to the United States, deliv- 
ered to President Wilson today a 
message from Pope Benedict urg- 
ing America to remain out of the 
war and suggesting mediation. 

Ambassador Gerard cabled fur- 
ther details of his conversations 
with the kaiser, in which the lat- 
ter expressed an ardent desire 
that President Wilson undertake 
the task of restoring peace. 

Unofficial dispatches from Berlin. 
probably inspired, showed the 
expectation of the German govern- 
ment and public that an amicable 
settlement of the submarine con- 
troversy with the United States 
would lead eventually to mediation 
proposals by President Wilson. 


SILENT ON POPE’S APPEAL. 
The message from the pope was 
delivered personally at the White 
House by Mgr. Bonzano. The dele- 
gate did not see the president, but he 
left the communication with Secretary 
Tumialty, who immediately laid it before 
Mr. Wlison. 

White House officials said the message 
was persona! in character and would not 
be made public. It was stated, however, 
that in the communication the pope ex- 
pressed apprehension of the consequences 
of a rupture of the friendly relations of 
Germany and America and abjures the 
president to do all in his power to avoid 
so untoward an occurrence, which might 
lead to a prolongation of the bloody con- 
flict in Europe. ..

The leader 
of the invasion requested the chief Noodle 
t» put his hat on again, and to hold cut 
his’ hands. The chief Noodle complied. 
f/This made the adjustment of handcuffs 
on the chief Noodie a comparatively 
simple affair. - 

“The leader of the invading troops 
then*announced that the laws of his state 
were henceforth the laws of the state of 
Noodle. One of these laws required uni- 
versal military service. And it so hap- 
pened that a few moenths later the chief 
Noodle and all of the most influential 
Noodles; and, in fact, all of the male 
Noodles, were marching about in foreign 
uniforms, obeying thé rough and impa- 
tlent commands of foreign drill ser- 
geants. ‘‘Why,” exclaimed the chief 
Noodle, ‘“‘this is militarism.’’

Saratoga, N. Y.. May 6.—[Special.—The 
resolution offered yesterday to the Gen- 
eral Methodist conference by Dr. A. W.

This means that official action will be 
taken against the sale and use of harmful 
drugs, such as cocaine, morphine, and 
others of like character, and against com- 
mercialized social vice. These evils will 
be treated under the head of public morals 
and detinite recommendations will be 
made in this and future general confer- 
ences for aggressive warfare an them. 

The resolutions presented yesterday 
disapproving of the use of the cigaret 
* everywhere and at all times "’ and rec- 
ommending to church members “the 
practice of self-denial, if need be, in ab- 
staining from the use of tobacco for the 
sake of the influence such a course would 
have on young people " also were o@rried 
by an almost unanimous vote. 

As there are users of tobacco among 
the delegates, some of them holding high 
official positions, it is presumed the nega- 
tive votes came from them or their sym- 
pathizers. 


Piotest on Indian Schools. 

A protest was ordered sent by telegraph 
to congress against appropriation to sec- 
tarian mission schools among the In- 
dians. The resolution was presented by 
the Rev. W. R. Wedderspoon of Wash- 
ington, D. C.

Almost every 
worker now in Mexico has at one time or 
another been under fire from actual 
battle.

The courtroom, which is on the sixth 
floor of the Criminal court buffing, was 
crowded at the time of the attempted | 
assault. Many of the spectatore stood 
up on their seats and watched a lively 
battle of fisticuffs between Riley, the 
judge, and three bailiffs before the pris- 
oners was dragged out, still kicking and 
clawing, into the corridor. 


Guilty of Murder. 

Riley, who is only 18 -years oki, was 
found guilty some time ago by a jury ip 
Judge Thomson's court of the murder of 
John Mozier, who was shot by two holdup 
men in his saloon, at 4622 South Western 
avenue, om July 5. Judge Thomson at 
that time rebuked the jurors for their 
leniency and readily granted the motion 
of Riley’s counsel for a new trial. As- 
sistant State’s Attorney James C. 
O’Brien, who had asked the death pen- 
alty, did not oppose the motion. 

At the end of the second trial several 
weeks ago, before Judge McDonald, 
Riley wae found guilty and his punish- 
ment was fixed by the jury at thirty-five 
years. A motion for a third trial was en- 
tered, It was following a hearing on this 
that the attempted attack on the court 
‘was made. 


Who Wrote Letter? 

In the morning's mail Mr. O’Brien had 
received an anonymous letter full of ob- 
ecenity and threatening death to him, 
State’s Attorney Hoyne, and the jurors in 
the case.

he asked, turning to the prisoner. 

* Yes,” replied Riley. “ I’m not guilty 
—I want to tell you that. You listened to 
a lot of hearsay evidence.”

Bailiff Nicholas Frank then started for 
the door with Riley, walking a few feet 
ahead of him, as is customary. 

When about ten feet from the bench 
the boy stooped suddenly, picked up the 
cuspidor, and swung it at the judge's } 
head. Judge McDonald, who had been 
watching the prisoner’s exit, threw his 
head to one side as it shot over his shoul- 
der, close to his ear, and banged against 
the wall .

Trying to Do. 


HE best that the mation pictures have 
achieved is mighty good. To deny this 
is to criticize yourself rather than the 
pictures; to substitute stubbornness 

for intelligence. The worst that the worst 
motion pictures have done is mighty bad. Yet 
it is no worse than the worst that bas been 
doue in the other arts. Nothing could be. 

The cameramobile has opened long closed 
verlds of human life to expression; it has 
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made possible the: picturing of our existence 
in ways that never have been, never could 
have been seized and presented by any other 
art. 

In a few years the moving picture has 
passed through all the phases that older arts 
It has 
had the advantage of their attainments and 


were centuries in passing through. 


the help of science and immense popularity. 
Cader the stimulus of occasional pieces of 
brilliant workmatiship the audience has itself 
grown better and better, 
every year to higher and higher demands, and 


promoting itelf 


offering a glorious epportunity for story tell- 
ers who wish to enlarge their resources and 
cet constantly closer to real life. 

The demand for cenuine art. craftsmanship, 
imagination, observation, drama, comedy, liter- 
ature is being supplied more and more hon- 
orably.

With a few exceptions the serials that have 
heen offered to us thus far have been largely 
made up of wysteries that were too artificial 
to interest us long. 

In such films incidents that could not con- 
ceivably occur happen to people who could not 
possibly exist. Grotesque gorillas of crime, 
who would be clubbed to death on sight by the 


first policeman, steal about the city streets— 


unnoticed, take cabs without difficulty, enter 
millionaires’ houses with easg and steal) their 
daughters and their ducats. They fight Indi- 
crous battles, put on and take off disguises 
that could deceive nobody, and make use of 
marvelous machines that science never heard 
of. They are everywhere and nowhere at the 
same time and never pause to explain how 
they get from one place to another.

In the Hofburg there is a life sized marble 
picture carved in relief. “Franz Josef had t 
put there. It represents a dead wife on her 

bier—dead countess, merchant’s wife, or em- 
press, who knows?—and the husband who 
would mourn her. But a shadowy figure floats 
between them, a commanding female figure, 
as if saying, ‘ Mourn not!” It is the abnfrau, 
the “ ancestral woman.” She will console him 
—sometimes she begins before the wife is dead.

She is a force 
of nature. She is the call to the man against 
his surroundings, friends, and duties, the call 
of old blood affinities, of faults and virtues of 
past generations.

There is an “ancestral woman,” it is whie- 
pered. She is fatal to a ruler. Though kind 
and. good, she is, uhconsciously perhaps, for 
the man against his people, court, and empire. 
Ever since she has known Franz Josef all his 
dearest ones and greatest interests have fallen 
round him: yet he personally stands wun- 
sca thed ! 

They tremble if she takes to politics? Non- 
sense !

Old Favorite Holds First Place. 

There is much world talk about Frau 
Schraat at present. Even Ernest Daudet, in 
the Correspondant for Feb. 10, 1916, does her 
the justice to admit that “having had the 


good taste never to mix herself up in politics, . 


her influence has not been harmful to the 
state.” On the other hand, this influence is 
so great that, having favors to ask of the em- 
peror, “the members of the imperial family 
themselves have recourse to Frau Schraat in 
tertain cases.” / 

The emperor lives retired except when he 
receives a sovereign or visitor of mark. His 
daughters, the Archduchesses Gisele and Va- 
lerie, married respectively to Prince Leopold 
of Bavaria, brother of the king of Bavaria, 
and Archduke Francis Salvator of the Tuscan 
branch, visit him frequently; and there are 
familiar friends who seldom quit bim, like 
Count Paar, companion of his childhood, and 
Col. Hoyos, who is his joker.

with loving indulgence. Given his great age 
and the fact that Frau Catherine is fo 
chicken, their faithful friendship is deemed 
beautiful by all who have no dread of an 
“ ancestral woman ” to upset the throne; but 
what Empress Plizabeth thought of it must be 
guessed from an anecdote of Daudet taken 
from the recently published secret diplomatic 


correspondence of the French republic: 


“When, on Jan. 31, 1889, the news of 
Archduke Rudolph’s suicide arrived in Vienna 
it was the empress who was first notified. It 
was supposed that she would not wish to con- 
fide to any one the cruel mission of acquaint- 
ing her husband, the Emperor Franz Josef, 
with the death of their son. But, crushed by 


sorrow, she declared herself incapable of ac-. 


complishing the duty. 

“* Let Frau Schraat tell him!" said Eliza- 
beth.” 

Years. after, when Empress Elizabeth died, 
assassinated on the boat of Lake Geneva, some 
one had, to break the news to Emperor Franz 
Josef, her husband. 

“Let Frau Schraat tell him!” said the 
prime minister. 

There is a world of enigmatic dread which 
peeps from these two sayings.

Emperor Dines Alone. 
Frau Schraat does not attend state dinners. 
The old emperor himself regularly dines 
alone, With Paar and Hoyos, and one guest— 
some general or high official. The proudest 
monarch in Europe is “alone” with one 
guest. Ptiquette demands it. They dine 
“alone” on the gold platé, a famous service. 


Five gorgeous flunkies in pale blue, pink, and 


gold serve the four men. There have been no 
flowers on the table since the tragic death of 
Empress Plizabeth; and the lights of wax 
eandles make dancing shadows in far corners. 

There are faint, Mysterious noises, as of 
furtive steps on unknown stairways. There 
is an invisible population of effaced officials, 
gliding @cclesiastics, soft footed servants, noble 
old dames, and ancient, idle courtiers whose 
only sounds are creaking joints as they slip 
‘throngh dim corridors. It is the frigid court 


of a lene, aged emperor, bereaved by bloods - 


loss of wife, only son, favorite brother, heir— 
but who can count these unaccountable losses? 
—so high and alone that none dare offer him 
sympathy. 

Franz Josef rises from the table. His three 
guests take ceremonious leave. It fs still 
early, not yet 8, and the sovereign goes to 
his study. What a place, that study! Suites 
of libraries and offices, on endless Corridors, 
where years ago he was so busy! Franz Josef 
sighs with relief. His real life begins: 

A confidential valet helps him into bat and 
overcoat. By & bijou elevator, whose door 
imitates a bookcase, he descends to the ground 
floor. 

It is an extraordinary little elevator, run- 
ning. in the thickness of a Hofburg wall. 
The shaft, cut down two stories to the ground, 
communicates by a short secret corridor— 
ust ten steps—with a locked door on one 
of the unused courtyards of the palace. Be- 
tween the emperor's study and a waiting au- 
tomobile is, thus, the trip of a short minute. 
saving a detour of half a mile by suites of 
rooms and halls. 

There is no special secrecy. It is merelv 
for convenience and to avoid ceremony. The 
emperor gives no directions. The chauffeur 
knows where to go. 

* * 
Relief from Frigid Etiquette, 

Quitting the solemn Hofburg, out into wer- 
time Vienna, past crowds hastening to cafés, 
bulletin boards, and moving pictures, the av- 
tomobile stops at a comfortable villa. The old 
sovereign enters the gate alohe. The front 
door opens as he mounts the steps. When 
the Goor shuts he is no longer the dread. lonely 
emperor and apostolic king, but Herr Schraat. 
regularly called “the colonel,” careless and 
easy, negligent and slouchy, cozy, snug, among 
old friends! 

Is this the dangerous “ ancestral woman ”? 

The court calls her “ the bourgeoise,” which

means middle class, not noble. With Cath- 
erine Schraat for the first time the emperor 
learned what blessed relief from frigid eti- 
quette and numbing ceremony might be. Slice 
broke through the crust of the divinity that 
hedged the poor king. Countless are the tales 
of rigid formalism which the emperor yielded 
to and exacted from those around him—even 
his sweet empress—trained as he had been 
from youth to consider his imperial obligation. 

Fran Schraat humanized him. 

How did she do it? Many had tried and 
failed. Ah, but she was the “ ancestral wom- 
an”! Not with impunity, they say, may sov- 
ereign seek simple happiness and permit an- 
cestral women to—— 

Tut, tut! 

Leaving crown and scepter on the hat rack, 
he enters the bright little cardroom adjoin- 
ing two parlors, and takes the best chair, 
while Fran Catherine hastens with the foot- 
warmer. 

Ouf! 

“ How go things, Catherina?” 

“The coal has come.” 

“Did the plumber fix the boiler?” 

“ Yes, this morning. The house next door, 
you know, it’s rented, a nice family With chil- 
dren. The little girl, about 9, bounced her 
ball into our garden. I gave her a cake. They 
are from Litz, aniline dyes, and are making a 
lot of money with Switzerland. The child 
says that mamma bought a splendid sable 
cloak, but papa scolded.” 

“ Wasteful, wasteful!” 

Herr Schraat sprawls in unspeakable 
‘ontent. 

Not a word about the war. In the 
little household of Herr Schraat the war 
does not exist. Frau Catherine is always 
mentioning people who make money, 
never anyone who is fighting! . 

The doo: bell rings and all is forgotten. 
Two awaited guests arrive. They are 


habitués, the partners of interminable games 
of tarok, a kind of Austrian bridge whist, old, 
old friends and always the same—Herr Pal- 
mer, president of the Bank of Austrian Lands 
and a greater international banker, so illus- 
trious that his family name is as Well known 
as Franz Josef’s, and—a thing which never 
ceases to worry the court—an Israelite by 
race and religion in the strict sense! 

The Rothschild and Herr Schraat ‘are fast 
old cronies, but they meet like this, in in- 
timacy. Often the emperor loses all the money 
in his purse—a dozen florins—at the game of 
tarok. He plays badly. None wants hin for 
a partner; so they cut to see who takes him. 
He laughs boisterously, Poor man, it is his

ROM time to time some one writes 

asking what is the best way to 

make coffee and what is the best 

pot to use. In a letter on this sub- 

ject, which came some time back, 
wes the following sentence: “* The uncer- 
tain outcome of boiled coffee left to the 
@iscretion of various and sundry cdoks 
makes me wish for « recipe that cannot 
fail.” 

Is there such a recipe? I should say not, 
and yet I cannot see why filtered coffee 
cannot always be good ,and filtered coffee 
is the saftest to drink. The filter or drip 
method is that quite universally uged for 
making black coffee, or that tp which 
cream and sugar are not used, and with 
g00d reason. With a good coffee, filtered 
coffee cannot have that under or metallic 
taate that boiled coffee has, and that per- 
colated coffee often may have. The best 
and mest famous coffee makers in the 
world yse the filter. 

There are all sorts of adaptations or 
compounds of the filter, but in the south 
during the most meager years of thet sec- 
tion any high container over which could 
be stretched a cloth was used. Today 
with a strainer in which we can lay a piece 
of linen doubled, seit inte the top of any 
Ts pot, may take the place of a filter

“ You cannot make coffee without using 
coffee,” snid @ cookery expert in her lec- 
ture recently, and she was wholly con- 
sistent to this when she made it, but she 
used four times more granulated coffee

furniture really—yet its cost would com- 
pletely furnish the average home, 

We can always strike a happy medtum. 
Instead of a genuine tapestry we can use 
an attractive little mirror, one that will 
conform to the style in which our fur- 
nishing ts done, Below this may be a 
table, with chair at either side, or, if 
space forbids. a chair on one side only.

The Aster. 
NW many respects the aster Is an ideal 
plant. It is of the easiest culture, suc- 
ceeding well in almost any soil, and 
doing well under conditions which 
would work against the welfare of 
most annuals. [tisa wonderfully profuse 
Dicomer, and it has the merit of coming 
into full bloom late in the season after 
most annuals have passed their prime, 
end continuing until the coming of cold 

weather. 

Indeed, we often have it tn excellent 
condition after heavy frosts have killed 
_ -Mmearly every other piemt in the garden. 
Its range of colote is so wide that all 
tastes can be suited, and there are so 
many more or less distinct types of it 
that it is often a difficult matter to make 
a choice among them, as all of them have 
epecial features which make them desir- 


eabie for gardem decoration and for cut- . 


flower use. 

The best all around variety is, in my 
opinion, the “branching” type. . The 
lowers of thiv class are charming in form 
and color and bear so close a resemblance 
to those of the chrysanthemum thet they 
are often mistaken for them. Many 
dealers sell them for chrysanthemums in 

fall and—“ where ignorance is bliss ‘tis 
folly to be wise,” is an old saying that 
holds good in this case as in many others. 


~- 

The flowers of the branching type are 
borne on long stalks, and are therefore 
better adepted for cut flower work than 
thote of any other class, as they can be 
arranged more gracefully. The most 
desirable colors are the soft, pale pinks, 
the pure whites, and the delicate laven- 
Gers. The bright pinks, the crimsons. 
and ‘he dark blue: are fine for garden 
decorations, but the/ are not a# satisfac- 
tory for use in the house. 

The “comet” aster has fluffy flowers 
@omething like those of the ragged Japa- 
mese chrysanthemum. The “ ostrich 
feather ” variety has flowers of great size, 
with long, loosely arranged petals, and 
will be a favorite with those who like 
flowers that have little regard for formal- 
ity. 

The “ cocardeau,” or crown type, has 
flowers of medium size, double, and 
borne in euch profusion that each plant 
peems a bouquet in itself. The “ rose 
"perfection ” class is probably the finest 
of all for garden use, as its Rowers are 
ideal in form, and its range of colors

Two new varieties are annoufhced this 
season. One is the “ enchantresa”’ with 
large, double, wide petaled flowers, almost 
giobular in shape, of the soft, pale pink 
color which characterizes the popular car- 
nation of that name. The other is intro- 
@uced as the “ royal,” which ‘closely re- 
sembies the late branching variety in 
form and color, but has the merit of com- 
ing into bloom much earlier in the sea- 
son. 

This plant shouM be given a soil of 
rather heavy loam, which has been en- 
riched with a liberal quantity of bone- 
meal or some other good commercial 
fertilizer. It is a good plan to change 

eir location yearly, also to make liberal 
applications of wood ashes or air slaked 
lime to the soll in which they are planted, 
as these have a tendency to prevent the 
attacks of a worm which sometimes does 
great injury by boring into the root im- 
mediately below the surface of the soil. 

Sometimes they are attacked by the 
same black beetle which does so much 
harm to chrysamthemums. This is a 
most voracious creature, and it will do 
@ vast amount of harm in a short time 
if not fought promptly. 

Be on the lookout for it, and ae soon as 
the first one is seen, spray the plants with 
an infusion of tobacco. Lat it be strong. 
and apply it twir za day until the enemy 
is routed. 

We have no flower that keeps better 
after cutting. If the water in which they 
are placed is changed daily and a bit of 
the stalk is clipped off each time a change 


is made, they will retain their freshness: 


for two weeks. For church decoration 
the aster stands at the head of the list. 
Tt is important thet this plant should go 
steadily ahead from start to finish. When 
flowers for cutting are desired set the 
plants not less than a foot apart in the 
row, with rows two feet apart. When 
wanted for garden decoration only they 
may be planted nine inches apart, and 
the best effect will be secured by setting 
them ina mas. .

The cord is 
wire filled and made in various colors and 
different sizes. The cords are fitted with 
brass molding hooks. The tassels may 
be adjusted to any height and an attrac- 
tive rosette finishes the top of the cord. 
Similar cords are used for picture hang- 
ing in living rooms. 

Among the newest architectural designs 
for halls is one that shows what appears 
to be a plain paneied wall, but the panels 
prove to be sliding doors covering a series 
of shallow cloak and hat closets. 

Another novel feature is a little window 
in some fetching style built into the wall. 
It is fitted with tiny leaded panes, of 
opaque glass, and being a blind window 
has an electric light adjusted into the in- 
closure that the window covers. It is 
small and placed on the stair landing 
serves as a unique hall lamp. 

While good taste forbids recommend- 
ing naturalistic looking artificial flowers 
for use as decoration, a new kind of arti- 
ficial flower is now being made entirely 
of enameled metal.

be used as follows: One hundred pounds 
of white lead, tour ana one-half gallons 
of raw oil, one pint of turpentine, and 
one pint of turpentine drier. All calci- 
mined walls should be washed, if possible, 
and sized with glue, paying particular 
attention to any loose parts which cannot 
be loosened up when repainting. For this 
particular wall, which has been sized with 
gloss oil and caicimined, if it has been 
calcimined but once it will be enough to

It is the first time that 
any one of the official importance of a 
cabinet member has been asked to “ fill 
in” at a formal dinner, and as honor 
guest at that.

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When you know the story of the artist, 
Stanielaus Szukalski, you understand bet- 
ter the spirit that animates his work. He 
was pe an Gidle, Poland, in 1895. He 
studied at the Fine Arts academy in 
Krakow, where he received two gold med- 
als and six prizea A couple of years ago 
he joined his father in Chicaga His fa- 
ther, who was a workman, wae killed 
here by an automobile last autumn, leav- 
ing his son alone and nearly friendlesa. 
The young man’s mother is alone and pov- 
erty stricken in the war zone in Poland. 
His sister, a girl of 19, who was with her, 
is lost in that same terrible district. 

When sympathy was expressed for such 
tragic afflictions he said: “O. we are 
used to sorrow in my family. My grand- 
father had nine sons. Eight of them were 
either executed or sent to Siberia as revo- 
lutionista. My father wee the only one to 
escape.” 

His air as he told the tale of the Szuka!l- 
skis was quiet, almost cheerful. But the 
tragedy of the Szukalekts is all portrayed 
in that room in the Art institute 

This long haired, rather undersized Pol- 
ish lad, with the face of @ poet, hae unde- 
niable genius—and don't forget that the 
difference between genius and talent te 
that “ genius lights ite own fires.” 

With all the gloom and fatefulness of 
most of his sculpture a certain grim 
humor is shown in such a drawing as the 
one entitled “ Argument.” 

The spirit of his drawings, the anatomi- 
cal vagaries of his sculpture, give one the 
impression of a soul in travail, in an 
agony of self-expression. Also he re- 
minds one of Durer, of Michael Angelo, 
and of Wilfam Blake. Altogether he ar- 
rests the attention and startles the imag- 
ination. Go to see his exhibit. 

The poets’ contention that poetry is the 
natural expression for those laboring 


‘under injustice and in the grip of some 


supreme conviction is borne out by the 
case of Miss Emily Larned, who in one 
day burst into poetry in two of our dai-

separate organization from the Drama 
league. It was organized some two or 
three years ago, first to help its mem- 
bers select worthy plays, at the theater, 
and second, to bolster such plays ae 
were recommended by its playgoing 
committee while they were most in need 
of help. Its members are obligated to 
attend at least ten plays during a sea- 
son, pay current box office prices for 
their seats, and make it a point to go 
during the first weeks of the run.

N 1889 two observers, at differ... . ta- 
tions, studying sun spots, saw twa 
objects form and move across the face 
of the sun at incredible speed. In ap- 
pearance the objects were luminous 

and shaped like new moons. They were 
12.000 miles apart. Each was about 
2,000 miles wide and 8,000 miles in length. 
They went eastward in parallel lines and 
before they disappeared had traveled 
96,000 miles in fivyg minutes. 

This was, possibfy, the most spectacular 
exhibition of activities on the sun which 
are associated with" spots and faculae 
(little torches). The spots have consid- 
erable interest to popular imagination, 
having been invested with mysterious 
powers influencing earthly conditions. 

That they do exert an influence is dem- 
onstrated. Imagination seeks to make 
that influence uncanny. It is in the phe- 
nomenon of magnetism that the influence 
is most clearly seen.
